The past two decades have added to the 
vocabularies of people and dictionaries.

Sure, I know that some of the ques- 
tions make you think that the government is 
being super "nosey," but we must remember 
that the government is made up of several 
agencies that provide money for many of the 
programs that were created to help the 
minority group communities and less for- 
tunate citizens. Remember! If you aren't 
counted, you may be the reason why your 
state does not have enough money for job 
training projects, adequate low cost housing, 
health care services, day care centers, 
emergency food and medica! aid, or welfare 
assistance. Let's all promise to be our 
"brother's brother," in the political world, 
because your every second in this world is 
governed by some kind of politics.

“The cost of a used car may be one of the most important and 
2xpensive purchases that a consumer can make. It is the respon- 
sibility of the consumer to protect himself from excessive finance 
charges and unscrupulous car dealers” said Ms. Hope Jackson, 
Manager of the Newark Office of Consumer Action. 


The consumer agency recommends to consumers to shop 
around for the best deal. Before signing a contract or agreement 
with anyone, the purchaser must be convinced that he has made 
the best deal his budget and income can afford. Any changes in the 
agreement should be negotiated before the sale is finalized, as it 
becomes difficult or impossible to do afterwards. 


In order to obtain the most satisfaction in the purchase of a 
new car, the consumer must know what he needs and wants, to be 
able to distinguish between good and poor value, know what he 
сап afford to spend for a down payment and the cost of financing. 
Finally, the consumer should fully understand the contract before 
he signs Н апа be should make sure that all promises are in writing. 
If care is taken throughout the selection process there will be less 

. chance of dissatisfaction or complaint.

Billie Holiday, Charlie Parker, John Coltrane: They all took the stage to 


make music history in the Big Apple, where fiery improvisation became 


the trademark of the nightclub scene. 


Many U.S. cities can rightfully lay claim to hav- 


ing contributed to the development of jazz. But 
it was in New York that the music took on its 
most fiery and improvisational elements, char- 
acteristics that are to this day hallmarks of this 
quintessentially American art form. 

Jazz has been at home in New York since the 
late 1920s when Harlem offered a booming and 
integrated nightclub scene. No speakeasies were 
more alluring than the Cotton Club, where Duke 
Ellington led the house band, and the Savoy ball- 
room, in which Chick Webb's swing band first 
introduced its star singer, Ella Fitzgerald. 

New York was attracting large numbers of 
musicians then because of the city's growing 
radio and recording industries, a fact that 
helped set the stage for the musical explosion 
called bebop in the '40s. Harlem again played a 
part: Міпсоп and Monroe’, tiny clubs known 


for their jam sessions, are considered the birth-

place of modern jazz; along with debuting 
Billie Holiday in a series of stirring engage- 
ments, it was there that legendary saxophonist 
Charlie Parker, trumpeter Dizzy Gillespie, 
pianist Thelonious Monk, drummer Kenny 
Clarke and others invented the exciting fast- 
paced new sound. 

Bebop spread rapidly to the West Side. On 
52nd Street, between Fifth and Seventh 
avenues, Prohibition-era speakeasies located in 
old dilapidated brownstones soon turned into 
jazz clubs. In the early "405, these nightspots 
flourished: the Spotlight, the Yacht Club, the 
Three Deuces, Jimmy Ryan, the Onyx, the 
Famous Door, the Downbeat. On nearby 
Broadway, jazz aficionados crowded into 
Birdland, named, of course, for the troubled 
Parker, and the Royal Roost, generally consid- 
ered the first sit-down jazz club. 

By the early 505, however, 52nd Street was 
in decline as the old clubs became strip joints 
and the music began its slow march downtown, 
The first stop was Greenwich Village, where the 
Five Spot made history by hosting long residen- 
cies by Monk featuring an up-and-coming saxo- 
phonist named John Coltrane, along with 
important gigs by avant-garde pianist Cecil 
Taylor, bassist Charles Mingus and free-jazz 
pioneer Ornette Coleman. 

The old haunts may be gone, but the music 
lives at new hot spots such as The Knitting 
Factory and at the venerable Jazz at Lincoln 
Center program.
